Car-Snowmobile Crash Kills Man

A Williston, Ohio, man was killed 
early Saturday, January 26, when the 
snowmobile he was driving along M- 
72 West in Frederic Township was 
struck by a car. 

Phillip Scott Hudson, 30, was driv- 
ing his 1990 Yamaha Phazer snow- 


mobile eastbound along the shoulder | 


of the roadway facing traffic when 
William Alan Willis, 27, of Kalkaska, 
veered off theroad and struck Hudson’s 
snowmobile head on. Hudson was 
thrown into the windshield of the car 
and then into the air. The snowmobile 
was carried with the car westbound 
into the north ditch. 

Hudson was pronounced dead at the 
scene. Hudson’s wife was traveling 


approximately 100 feet behind on an- 
other snowmobile when the accident 
occurred, 

Willis and his wife, a passenger in 
Willis’ car, received only minor inju- 
ries. 

Crawford County Sheriff deputies 
investigating the accident said alcohol 
was a contributing factor to the acci- 
dent. The case has been tumed over to 
the county prosecutor's office. 

Detective Jimmy Parker said an- 
other contributing factor to the acci- 
dent was Hudson’s improper use of 
his snowmobile. 

“The victim was on the plowed 
shoulder of the roadway and riding 
towards traffic,” said Det. Parker. 
“Michigan Jaw limits operation of 


snowmobiles on public highways to 
the extreme right of the open portion 
of right-of-ways,” he explained. “And 
they must go with the flow of traffic.” 
Parker said the only exception to this 
is at bridge or culvert crossings. 

He said when snowmobilers drive 
toward traffic at night on the plowed 
shoulder, their headlights can appear 
to oncoming traffic as a vehicle ap- 
proaching on the wrong side of the 
road. To avoid this vehicle, the driver 
facing these headlights will probably 
head for the shoulder and instead of 
avoiding an accident, crash head on 
with a snowmobile, Parker said this 
elusion is especially prevalent on 
curves. 

“We like to have the snowmobilers 


up here and we want them to have a 
good time,” said Det. Parker, “but 
they have to obey the law and use 
common sense. Unfortunately we 
don’t have the manpower to police all 
the actions of snowmobilers,” he 
continued, “and neither does the 
DNR.” 

Parker said most people do not learn 
the laws that govern the use of snow- 
mobiles, especially the difference 
between the roadway (the maintained 
portion whether graded or plowed) 
and the right-of-way. 

Last week three snowmobilers were 
injured in Crawford County when they 
were operating their snowmobiles on 
a State highway and were struck by a 
car.

Wild Turkey Group 
Helping Local Flocks 


The AuSable Valley Chapter of the 
Michigan Wild Turkey Federation is 
northeast Michigan’s local chapter. 
The local and state chapters are part of 
the National Wild Turkey Federation 
that was founded in 1973, and is based 
out of Edgefield, $S.C., with an 
approximate membership totaling 
65,000. The N.W.T.F. is a nonprofit, 
educational, conservation organization 
working for the restoration and wise 
management of the American Wild 
Turkey and other valuable natural 
resources. 

The AuSable Valley Chapter works 
cooperatively with the D.N.R., U.S. 
Forest Service, corporate, and private 
landowners to assist wild turkey 
managementand habitat management. 
Being a northern Michigan Chapter, 
they also conduct a winter survival 
(feeding) program. Due to severe 
winter weather and increased snow 
depths, flocks may require some means 
of artificial feeding. Winter flocks 
seck out farms or private residents, 
who for whatever reasons, have an 
available food source. These people 
are the chapter’s contacts to most 
turkey flocks. In turn if winter 
conditions fall within their feeding 
guidelines, the chapter can supply these 
people with feed upon request. Thisis 
where much of the chapter’s time and 
money are spent. 

As of this time, finances limit their 
survival program to mostly the three 
counties of Oscoda, Crawford, and 
Roscommon, They will, however, 
look at all inquiries within the chapter 
boundaries, and in extreme or special 
cases attempt to help with winter feed 
or any other matters involving wild 
turkeys. 

During the course of 1990, they also 
completed two habitat projects in 
Oscoda County, totaling 
approximately five acres, one in

improvements, and energy efficient 
equipment were some of the 
innovations. 

One of the exciting results of the 
program, according to Elenz, is that 
many of the savings represented 
permanent management changes. 
Therefore, the energy savings will 
continue year after year. 

Michigan Energy Conservation 
Program funds came as a result of a 
federal court decision against several 
major oil companies, who were 
overcharging in the 1970's and were 
required to refund the money. In 
Michigan, the MECP program was 
conceived to demonstrate the energy 
savings possible with intensively 
managing energy expenditures. 

Another long term benefit of the 
program, adds Elenz, is a benefit tothe 
environment because of reduced 
chemical inputs. For example, 
applying fertilizer only when a soil 
test indicates a need saves energy, but 
also reduces the amount of excess 
nitrogen and phosphorous that might 
be available to run off into our lakes 
and streams or leach into our 
groundwater. Thus, benefits from 
MECP will help our counties for a 
long time. 

Statewide, the MECP program was 
a cooperative effort of the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture, Michigan 
State University Cooperative 
Extension Service and Agricultural 
Experiment Station, the USDA Soil 
Conservation Service, and soil 
conservation districts in each county.

Apermitto hold wildlife in captivity 
authorizes the possession, propagation, 
sale, and other commercialization of 
game and protected animals under the 
Wildlife Conservation Act. This 
poinit, commonly referred to as a 
Game Breeder’s License, is the only 
permit available for the possession of 
wild animals. The old Possession 
Permit (often erroneously referred to 
as a “pet permit”) is no longer being 
issued, 

While the Breeder’s Permit is all 
that is required for practically all of 
Michigan's wild birds and animals, 
people who wish to maintain migratory 
waterfowl must also have a federal 
permit. 

The procedure for obtaining a permit 
is as follows: the applicant submits 
the application form (PR-1350) to the 
appropriate Department of Natural 
Resource’s District Headquarters, 
from which a Conservation Officer is 
assigned to inspect the applicant’s 
premises, All enclosures, pens, etc., 
must be completed and pass inspection 
prior to the applicant obtaining the 
animals desired, 

All wild and protected animals held 
in captivity must be obtained in a 
lawful manner, As evidence of such

legal acquisition, the receipted invoice, 
billof lading, game breeder's shipping 
tag or other satisfactory evidence shall 
be presented upon request of a 
Conservation Officer. State law does 
not permif 2 person to capture wild 
game or protected animals for breeding 
stock or other purposes. 

Once legally obtained, the animals 
must be kept in a sanitary and humane 
manner, At no time shall the animals 
be chained or tethered. Eachenclosure 
shall provide shelter and bedding 
necessary for the comfort of the animal. 

There are minimum enclosure sizes 
established for various species. For 
example, a raccoon enclosure shall be 
eight feet long, six feet wide, and six 
feet high for a single animal. Add a 
minimum of 24 square feet of floor 
space for each additional animal. 
Clawing logs andden sites are required 
for each animal as are a climbing tree 
and a protected shelf area. Other 
species have similar exacting 
requirements, 

These regulations result in more state 
contro] over the acquisition, 
maintenance, and disposition of 
captive wildlife. This has to be an 
improvement over some of the 
conditions J have seen in the past.

When we attempted to put the iron 
cones back into the holes, which they 
had been fitted to, we discovered to 
our dismay that the wooden hubs had 
shrunk to such an extent that the cast 
iron cones wouid not enter the holes 
and the iron rings, which would not fit 
around the hubs last year, were now a 
loose fit. 

To make a long story short, we set 
up Our equipment, re-bored the holes 
(removing nearly an'inch of wood 
from inside one hub) and smoothed 
the exterior surfaces. The cones now 
fit and we are ready for the heat-shrink 
process with the rings. That is after we 
reduce the inside dimensions. 
Continued updates forth coming.

A few years ago while living in the 
city | decided to pop over to a near-by 
park, lt had been one of those hoi, 
muggy, cloudy summer days. Towards 
evening the sky unexpectedly opened 
up and the stars came out. I couldn't 
resist a quick look. As ] was standing 
in the nuidcdle of the park with star 
charis in one hand and binoculars in 
die other, } couldn't help but nouce a 
car juinp the curb and head right for 
me, headlights blazing. My first 
thought was, “Shoot, there goes my 
night vision.” My second thought was 
“Hey! ‘That guy is going to run me 
down.” Stopping just short of where | 
stock, oul jumped two police officers 
with flashlights pointed right into my 
eyes. “Whatcha do’n out here fella?,” 
once of them asked. “Jusi looking at the 
stars. I'm) an amatcur astronomer,” | 
tuimidly answered. “Oh yeah! If you're 
an astronomer, where’s your 
telescope?” 


That’s a pretty typical attitude. 
Mention asuyonomy and most people 
automatically think of telescopes. It’s 
also a myth. One that has kept a lot of 
telescope makers in business. One 
thathas filled many closets and garagcs 
across America with un-used 
telescopes. 


Astronomy has been around for 
about four thousand years. Telescopes 
have only been and continue to be 
fundamentally done with nothing more 
than the naked eye-balls. If you don’t 
know the main constellations and 
brighter stars you aren’t likely to find 
anything interesung. Even if you do 
have a telescope. 

The whole first year I seriously set 
about leaming astronomy was spentin 
the backyard, in a lounge chair with a 
used copy of “Norton’s Star Atlas,” a 
couple bottles of that pearl pop and ZZ 
Top on the Walkman. On the side I 
had a planisphere (a round star map 
that has a rotatable disc over it that has 
a window in it- you can set it for any 
date and time and it shows you the 
corresponding night sky) for general 
orientation. 

Somewhere towards the end of that 
first year, I got a good pair of 7 X 50 
binoculars. They not only increased 
what I could see, but also made it 
possible to make accurate estimates of 
the brightness of objects and judge the 
night’s “seeing” (a technical term for 
how clean and clear things look - the 
pros actually measure the size of their 
favorite star cach night to see how fat 
the atmosphere makes it look.) After 
that I started thinking abouta telescope. 
Notonly do I still have my binoculars, 
I use them more than [ use my 
telescope.

Our Night Sky ws 


January was kind of a mixed bag. 
The weather wasn’t too cooperative 
and when it was, it was always at the 
price of bitter cold. About 9:25 p.m. 
on Saturday the 12th ] saw something 
pretty weird and confusing: a large 
“glow-ball” formed out of nowheres 
inthe southwest about mid-way up the 
sky. I’d never seen anything like it 
before and checked to make sure 
somebody didn’t put some “anti- 
freeze” in my coffee. As I discovered 
the next day while listening to an 
amateur radio satellite net on my short- 
wave receiver, I had witnessed the 
latest experiment by the CRRES 
satellite (Combined Release & 
Radiation Experiment Satellite) 
NASA put up last summer. The 
satellite has a number of cans attached 
to it that contain a gas that ionizes 
(becomes electrically charged) and 
glows when exposed to sunlight. Every 
once ina while they set acan loose and 
monitor the results. The purpose is to 
study our Earth’s magnet field and 
how it affects electronic components. 
The whole thing only lasts about 15 
minutes, after which the cloud dims 
considerably and stretches north-south. 


Speaking of satcllites: the empty, 
old Soviet space station, SALYUT-7 
ran out of gas months ago and has 
slowly been tugged earthward by 
gravity ever since. It is predicted to 
“liquidate” itself in the atmosphere 
sometime during the first week of 
February. It should make one heck of 
a fireball! 


o To The Heavens . 

Facing cast after sundown, midway 
up the sky, you can’t help but notice a 
very bright “star.” Unlike Mars last 
month (its now nearly overhead and 
dimmer) this one is a definite white. 
Like Mars it doesn’t twinkle. That’s 
right: another planet heard from - 
JUPITER. Through binoculars itlooks 
like atiny, bright ball. Very close to it 
you can just make out a few faint, liule 
“stars.” ‘Those are the four brightest of 
its 16 moons. They are called the 
Galilean Moons: Io, Europa, 
Gannymeade and Callisto. The famous 
17th century Italian astronomer Galileo 
Galilei was the first to see them. They 
change position nightly, going behind 
Jupiter, in front of it, and eclipsing 
each other. So you don’t always see 
four on any given night. With a small 
telescope things get very interesting. 
You can see at least the two major 
equatorial cloud bands. On a good 
“seeing” night youcan make oulswirls 
within them and the famous Red Spot 
- 4 huge hurricane-like storm that has

raged across the cloud-tops for about 
300 years now, 

Jupiter, some 300 million miles 
away, is more star than planet. It is in 
avery real sense the sun’s baby brother. 
Some astronomers refer to itas a Brown 
Star — the coolest of all the stars. 
Michael Jondon is a very cool brown 
star of a different sort. If Jupiter had 
been able to gobble up a bit more stuff 
as it was growing up, it would have 
become a second Sun within this solar 
system. Earth, humanity, and 
everything else we hold near and dear 
would never have happened. We 
would have been part of that extra 
stuff, 


Jupiter is an enormous ball of gas. 
How big? If you took all the other 
planets, all their moons, all the 
asteroids, all the comets in the Oort 
Cloud and everything else you could 
find floating around (except the Sun) 
and rolled it into a big ball Jupiter 
would be twice the size of that ball! 
Step onto Jupiter's “surface” and you 
would fall right through. You would 
be stepping on clouds. It is thought 
there may be an Earth-size ball of solid 
hydrogen in the center, but no one 
knows for sure. That's why America 
sent the Galileo spacecraft to Jupiter 
this past fall. When it gets there ina 
few years, it will split in half. One 
half will go into orbit around the planet. 
The other half will do akamakazi dive 
into thecloud tops. It will get squished 
into metallic astro-slime by the 
enormous pressures inside Jupiter, but 
up until then it will radio back just 
what it is like in there. It should be 
quite a show. 


The four Galilean Moons and their 
12 partners form a smalt solar system 
of sorts around Jupiter. Gannymeade, 
the largest of the Galileans, is larger 
than the planet Mercury, very nearly 
the same size as the planet Mars, and 
nearly twice the size of our Moon. Io, 
one of the smaiier Gaiiieans, is ihe 
most volcanic body in our solar system. 
Its surface is literally covered with 
active volcanos spewing moon goop 
into space. It is a very Messy moon. 
but not for long. In a few million 
years, Jupiter will crush itto his fatherly 
bosom. Lite Io will mess no more. 


On To Another Planet... 

To the west after sundown you may 
have noticed a very bright “star” close 
to the horizon. That is the planet 
VENUS. It is just emerging as our 
“evening star.” Each night from now 
until May it will continue torisea little 
higher. Through binoculars itremains 
litle more than a bright point of light. 
But through a small telescope you’ ll

think you’re looking ata small version 
of our Moon. Jt slowly goes through 
phases. Right now it is nearly “full.” 
By May it will be a beautiful, bright 
crescent. 

Venus is totally obscured by clouds. 
It has a bad case of run-away 
Greenhouse Effect. The Sun’s heat 
gets trapped between ihe clouds and 
the surface making the temperature a 
nice even 500 degrees everywhere. 
That’s hot enough to meit lead. The 
“air” is carbon dioxide. The surface is 
rocky with mountains, plains and 
craters everywhere. A nearly constant 
rain falls from the dark overhead clouds 
onto the gloomy surface. A rain of 
sulfuric acid. Astronomers think that 
at one time Venus and a few, like the 
Soviet Vega,even landed. Atthis very 
momenteven as we read, the American 
spacecraft Magellan is busy mapping 
its surface with a microwave scanner 
that can see through the clouds. When 
finished, it will have given us our first 
detailed picture of virtually all the 
surface. 


Planets are well and fine, but to do 
astronomy in the real sense you have 
to be able to find your way around the 
sky - you have to know the 
consteHations and their brighter stars. 
Officially there are 88 constellations. 
But from Grayling we can only see 
about 55. Even then it would take 
most of a year to see them.. The six 
constellations that surround Polaris, 
the North Star: The Great Bear (Big 
Dipper), Small Bear, Cassiopeia, the 
Giraffe, the Rescuer of Andromeda, 
and the Dragon - can all be seen any 
night of the year. The other 49 are 
seasonal. So from the 88 we started 
with we’re down to about six that can 
always be scen, and 10-15 that are 
seasonally visible any given night. 
This gets easier by the minute. 

The star names mostly come from 
the Mesopatamians - presently known 
as the Iraqis. The constellation names 
mostly come from Greek legends. The 


origins of both literally go so tar back 
that there is no record. 

So how do you find these 
constellations? A good question that 
really doesn’t have any answer, There 
is no single, sure-fire way. Over the 
coming months I’m going to use the 
Moon and brighter planets to point out 
the major stars in some of the 
constellations. You'll either have to 
get the book “Stars,” by H.A. Rey 
from the Crawford County Library, or 
pick up a copy of M.S.U.’s Abrams 
Planetarium “Sky Calendar” also 
availableat the Jibrary. A Planisphere, 
such as J mentioned at the beginning 
of this article, helps a lot too. It will 
show you the general lay-out of that 
night’s sky. I can point you at acouple 
sources. 


FEBRUARY 

Friday, Feb. 1: Morming/West: In 
between the moon and horizon- 
hugging Jupiter is Regulus, the 
brightest star in the constellation Leo, 
the Lion, it’s about 250 light years 
away so you are looking back at the 
year 1749 AD when England had 
begun its Industrial Revolution. 

Tuesday, Feb. 5: Morning/ 
SouthWest: Just above the moon is 
the star Spica, the brightest in the 
constellation Virgo, the Maiden. It’s 
about 220 light years away giving us 2 
look at the year 1770 when America 
was being invented. 

Mid-Twilight/West: The planets 
Mercury and Saturn are about 1.3 
degrees apart (haifan extended finger) 
very close to the horizon. 

Evening/Alpena: The Huron 
Amateur Astronomers monthly 
meeting is at 7 p.m. in the Jesse 
Bessmer Museum. 

Wednesday Feb. 6: Last Quarter 
Moon, 8:52 a.m. 

Thursday, Feb. 7: 
SouthSouthEast: Tothe moon’s leftis 
the star Antares, the brightest in the 
constellation Scorpio, the Scorpion. 
it’s a Red Giant star about 520 light

1470 AD when Joan of Arc was burnt 
at the stake. 

Friday, Feb. 8: Moon occulis the 
star Antares. Antares disappears at 
4:03 a.m. and reappears at 5:17 a.m, 

Sunday, Feb. 10: Morning/ 
SouthEast: The moon sits right on top 
of the “teapot’-shaped constellation 
Saggitarius, the Archer. Just to the 
moon’s right is the center of our Milky 
Way Galaxy. 

Tuesday, Feb. 12: Moon occults 
Saturn at 4 a.m. 

Thursday, Feb. 14: New Moon, 
12:32 p.m. 

Friday, Feb. 15: Happy Chinese 
New Year. It is the year 4628. 

Thursday, Feb. 21: First Quarter 
Moon, 5:58 p.m. 


Evening/Overhead: To the moon’s 
left is Mars, to its nght the Pleides 
Cluster, and just below it is the star 
Aldebaran, brightest in the 
constellation Taurus, the Bull. It is 
about 190 light years away giving usa 
look at the year 1800 when Napolean 
was Emperor of France. 

Friday, Feb. 22: This is as high as 
the Moon goes this cycle. 

Sunday, Feb. 24: Lunar Perigee 
{closest point in its orbit to Earth- 
367,580 km. 

Evening/East: To the moon’s left 
are the two stars Castor and Pollux, 
brightest in the constellation Gemini, 
the Twins. Castor is actually two stars 
49 light years away (1941). Pollux is 
an orange giant star 35 light years 
away, (1955). They sort of bracket 
the dates of the Second World War. 

Tuesday, Feb. 26: Evening/East: 
Above the moon is the planet Jupiter, 
below it the star Regulus mentioned in 
Feb. Ist.
